^MAN", the beautiful creature asked the 
Amazing Man. "won't you please sing 
.for us that Cantata Unica? ..." 

Ordinarily, it would have been difficult to 
deny a girl such as this one the simple favor 
of singing a beautiful song, and we all ex- 
pected Aman to begin. 

"I don't think I can oblige you," replied 
Aman to the girl. 

"Why, Aman!" .the girl was plainly dis- 
appointed. 

"Forgive me, but I cannot sing the Cantata. 
It is too awful ..." explained Aman. 

"But the Cantata is the most soothing and 
ethereal song in the universe," «said the girl. 
"How can you, of all people, say it is awful ?" 

"I will explain," returned Aman, in his 
precise, musical voice. 

Of course, we were all disappointed that 
Aman would not sing. The Amazing Man was 
gifted with a musical voice beyond the ordi- 
nary. Powerful, yet controlled, his voice 
would vibrate like an organ, or a fine violin. 
The Cantata Unica, which he had been asked 
to sing to us, he sung rarely, we all knew.
